To Save Wheat. 

Nine-tenths of tbe farmers of 
Mercer couaty held their wheat 
this year believing a dollar or 
more would be received for it 
this fall. Borne put it up in 
saqks and others stored it awsy 
in gsrosrs, and still others stored 
theirs in elevators and it is this, 
the Utter class, tbit did not lose 
out completely: all will lose 
more or less. The reason all 
will lose is that the price has de¬ 
creased, and the reason those 
who have not put their wheat in 
elevators will lose more than 
those who have Is that it is being 
eaten up by weevil, and also 
damaged by smut. In elevators 
weevil are kept out by constantly 
moving the wheat. Damp, warm 
weather produoes weevil, hence 
their presence this year. We 
have talked with farmers from 
every portion of tbe county and 
but very few of them have wheat 
that is not damaged or almost 
ruined either by weevil or smut. 
Mr. James Neal is one of those 
whose wheat has no weevil in it, 
and ho says that bo drives off 
tbe fly which lays tbe egg* 
that produce weevil by banging 
sheep pelts in bis garner, Tbe 
sheep pelts will nut drive away 
the weevil, but the fly that pro¬ 
duces them. Many farmers who 
try this experiment do not un¬ 
derstand this point, and therefore 
fail to reap the benefit. Another 
preventive is givtn by Mr. Dallaa 
Chinn of Nevada, This drives 
sway the weevil, he says. It is 
nothing more than sassafras. 
Simply bream up sassafras twigs 
and bury them in tbs wheat and, 
if Mr. Chinn is correct, the wee¬ 
vil will soon have left the wheat. 
G. W. Foster, of the weet end of 
this county, says his wheat is 
full of weevil and the only suc¬ 
cessful way he has discovered by 
which to keep tbe pest from 
wheat is to run It through a fan. 
Vanarsdall Bros., millers, say 
that neatly all of the wheat 
brought to their mill is badly 
damaged by weevil and that tbe 
only way to get them ont of it Is 
by going through a process of 
faacing. ”
